60 girls the Committee of Heventy wnos
able to turn over to the police names of
prospective voters ns thay were glven two
weaeks ngo.

POLICEMEN BEEEKING PHANTOMS,

And in the 29 wards ploked
by the Commities of Seventy ous belng In
need of werutiny, visiting are
vieweAd with susplelon, not to say dislike
Down in the 31 Distriet householtlers part-
Iy opened thelr doors to pollcemen with
papers in thelr hande. A group of emall
boyns and paszerhovs hy erowding the sides
walk In front was not reassurlng. 8o, In
muany coges, the househalders swung thelr
doars til only » modest two inches re-
malned or cloand them entirely, necording
to thelr regnrd for the pollcs and th
gtntae of thele onnscliences,

When this happened the  polleaman
knocked copsidernately at the daors iin
And spoke embarrasaed but soothing ex-
planations of thelr misslon.  Whnreupon
the householder usually plucksl up copr-
age enough to open the door o lttle wider
and nccept one of the slips. Waving 1he
slips was eonerded 1o be o tactical error
pn the part of the poliesmen, far white
papatre savored of warrants nnil arrests
and Jall, Most of the time the house-
holder aceepted them gingorly, after the
manner of people taking n hot plate
